If the Tel ephone Conpany receives ot her
evi dence gi ving reasonabl e cause to believe that such
service is being or will be so used, it will, upon five
days notice, deny the service or refer the matter to the
appropriate | aw enf orcenent agency.

2.2.4 Cancel | ati on for Cause

For nonpayment of any sum due the Tel ephone Company, or for
abuse or fraudul ent use of the service, the Tel ephone
Conpany may either suspend, term nate w thout suspension

or refuse service without incurring any liability.

2.6.1 Recor di ng Requi renent s

The voi ce recordi ng equi pnent nmust be arranged so that it
can be connected or disconnected (or switched on or off) at
the will of the Custoner. |In addition, one of the
foll ow ng condi tions nust apply:

- Al parties to the tel ephone conversati on nust give
their prior consent to the recording of the
conversation, and the prior consent must be obtained
inwiting or be part of, and obtained at the start
of, the recording, or

- Al parties to the tel ephone conversati on nust be
verbally notified at the begi nning of the conversation
and the notification nmust be recorded as part of the
call, by the recording party, or

- A distinctive recorder tone, repeated at intervals of
approxi mately fifteen seconds, is required to alert
all parties when the recording equi prent is in use.
The distinctive recording tone can be provided as part
of (1) the recording equi pnent, or (2) registered or
grandfat hered protective circuitry.

A broadcast |icensee shall be exenpt fromthe above
recordi ng requirenents provided at | east one of the
follow ng requirenents is net

- the licensee infornms each party to the call of its
intent to broadcast the conversation; or

- each party to the call is aware of the |licensee's
intent to broadcast the call; or

- such awareness of the licensee's intent to broadcast
the call may be reasonably inputed to the party.

Service of the Department of the Treasury for
recordi ng of two-way tel ephone conversations
whi ch concern the safety and security of the
person of the President of the United States,
menbers of his imediate famly, or the Wite
House and its grounds.

| aw enforcenent authorities, or federal intelligence
authorities, acting under color of |aw.
